warning of the raid. Maryland wns in a 
state of terror. Tho president called out 
the militia of the eastern states, and after 
considerable urging Grant aunt tho Sixth 
corps from Petersburg to Washington. 
On J uly B Early defeated a force composed 
of the garrison of Baltimore and a di- 
vision of the Sixth corps, all under Gen- 
eral Lew Wallace, atMonocacy Junction, 
Md , and immediately marched to the 
gates of Washington. 


Meanwhile his cavalry 
detachments 


threatened Baltimore and destroyed the 
railways north of that city, but the delay 
caused by those operations was fatal to 
Early's plans. It wan the IDth before he 
was ready to attack the Washington de- 
fenses. and then a reconnaissance showed 
him that they were garrisoned by veterans 
of the Army of thu Potomac. Ha aban- 
doned the movement and returned to tho 
Shenandoah valloj-. 


Shcrldnn soon confronted Early in the 


valley with troops from tho army at 
Petersburg and dofoatrd him iu two bat- 
tles, at Opequon and Fisher's Hill, Sept. 
19 and 20. But on Oct. Ifl Early surprised 
Sheridan's camps at Codar Creek and 
came very near redeeming the valley 
from Union control. Sheridan saved his 
army by the memorable ride from Win- 
chester and n stirring appeal to his 
troops. 
Disappointed In I.ore. 


At the opening of the spring campaign 


in 1865 General Glister defeated Early at 
Waynesboro, and Leo was compelled by 
public opinion to select another com- 
mander for the Confederates in tho val- 
ley. 


After the war General Early practiced 


law in Richmond and Now Orleans, and 
was associated with Beauregard in man- 
aging the Louisiana lottery. 
He died a 


bachelor, having had his llrst romantic 
love affair spoiled by the fickleness of a 
northern girl whom he rescued from 
drowning at WhLu Salphur Springs dar- 
ing his cadet days. 


The lovers were engaged, and the lieu- 


tenant was anticipating a happy termina- 
tion to the romance when his hopes were 
blasted by tho receipt of a newspaper con- 
taining the notice of the marriage of his 
rbarmer with a northern nmn.

I 
have come home after a sojourn in the east 
of some years with an idea that the China- 
men excel in almost everything mechanical 
in which they have an entirely fair chance. 
Theie are few things a Chmamau cannot 
make out of bamboo—houses, boxes aud 
baskets, furniture, palanquins, 'lickshaws, 
hats, shields, carriages, scaffolding, fences, 
mats, portieres—those are a few of tho sim- 
plest uses to which Chin-Yang puts bam- 
boo 


There is nothing else iu the vegetable 


kingdom nt once- so pliable and as strong as 
bamboo. The fingers o£ Chinesa children' 
weave it. 
The hands of Indian, women 


piuck it. Yet from it is made scaffolding 
upon which stand a multitude of Chinese 
workmen. Once in Hong-Kong I saw the 
Chinese prepare for their "soul festival." 
The "soul festival'' is a unique expression 
of the artistic yearnings of this peculiar 
people. It occurs once in every four years. 
A temporary house is built of bamboo. It 
is lined with shelves of bamboo. On these 
shelves are placed pictures, vases, flowers— 
in brief, anything and everything that 
marks Chinese progress ia the fine arts. 
The "soul festival" )s the Chinese world's 
fair, but a world's fair from which all the 
world is rigorously excluded except China. 


There was a great deal about tbe "soul 


festival" I saw that was incomprehensible 
to me. And a Chinese mystery is apt to 
remain a Chinese mjstery to the most in- 
quiring European. They are not prone to 
explain themselves to us. One thing, how- 
ever, was clear to me at the "soul festival." 
That one thing was the preponderance ol 
bamboo. Not only was bamboo an impor- 
tant ingredient of the building, aud of half 
the semiuseful articles displayed, but it 
was in evidence on the majority of the pot- 
tery and m many of the pictures. It was 
the saving grace of the most hideous carv- 
ings. It gave the utmost touch of beauty 
to the finest ivories. 


Bamboo is as light as it is strong. That 


makes it invaluable for receptacles that 
must be carried. I used often to stop in 
the streets of Shanghai to buy Chinese 
sweetmeats from a "chowchow seller" 
who had a portable booth or cabinet. I 
wondered at the ease with which he carried 
it until one day I lilted it myself. It was 
inexpressibly light. It was made of bam- 
boo The minor Chinese bridges are made 
of bamboo. Very quaint and effective they j 
are.

my trade told a very similar story. I can 
very we!' remember tlie many days I hai 
to put in with lho hand saw, jack plain, 
and jointer, for wo had uo machinery al 
that time. Tftere wore iu this little shoj 
two journeymen, the boss nnd myself, 
Ihe boss working at n bench as well ns 
the rest o! UB. The effects of machinery 
in u factory in a western town noon iiniilo 
itself felt iu our littlo town, and my em- 
ployer BOOH found that ho had to meet 
the lowered prices of his largo compotiloi 
or lose iiis cuBtoiuera. 


A hand power circular unw was pro 


cured, and this for a, time answered his 
purpose, but it was not long before he 
found the larger factories were making 
further inipro\*sments in their machinery 
and methods and wero again undersell- 
ing him. This necessitated n further in- 
crease in his machinery. A horsepower 
was procured, and several other machines 
were added to tho circular saw. 
AVilh 


these and a reduction iu wages he was en- 
abled to hold hia own for a time, but 
there camo a, day when bo could bold 
out no longer. Ho had to let his men go, 
close up the shop and apply ut ono of the 
large factories for work: Tho fato of 
this man was Ihe fale of hundreds of man 
in all the known trades. 


Twunty-fivo years ago we bail meii of 


all trades carrying on business in every 
hamlet and town throughout tlie coun- 
try, but today we see only tho empty 
(shells in which they worked, aud lho 


cover lhat Iho very clement necessary 
for tho continuance of their success in 
fust vanishing. 
Miches blind men to 


everything but dollars and cents, and 
thus it often happens Unit a good meas- 
ure for tho welfare of all is defeated 
justbecauBo dollnrs and cents aro not 
Been in it from tbo first. 


Very few people lake time for n si 


ond thought, and where their minds i 
constantly scheming to iniikomoney Ilioy 
nro apt to conceive ono sided ideas—ideas 
I bid. aro in opposition to oilier inlereslG— 
and so thoy not infrequently moot with 
fliich violent opposition, against which 
no government can protect them—such 
as riola und pillage. 


Some may say, What can tho govern- 


ment do lo remedy those mailers? Much, 
I I hink, in every way. Lot them remove 
tho first cause—that is, idleness—by mak- 
ing it praaibli! for every man Hint wants 
work- to find it, and this can ho done- by 
shortening lhu hours in which tho ma- 
chinery of lho country may bo run. 


This would compel capilalists lo cu- 


largo their plant and employ moro help 
to do tho same amount of work they did 


into tlio mouth and rub it against tho 
cheek, pressing it outward in every way, 
reaching as fur back as it is possible.

Tho man who can got up enthusiasm 


for or even repress hatred against a gov- 
ernment which simply protects hia prop- 
erly if lie has any, and if ho hasn't any 
lets him go to tlio dogs, is a rnro and cu- 
rious specimen.

There is nothing else I 
Bhould Dud so Impossible to wipe from my 
memoried ])icture of Ihe east as bamboo. Il 
Is tlio ono characteristic -common to all lho 
east. Indigo, rice, opium, tea, collee, coch- 
inenl, gems, spices—they nil menu the cast 
but no ono of them meaii'i tho entire cait 
Bamboo is symbolic of all tho east, 
its graceful feathery heads among tbe co- 
coanut trees and cinnamon groves ot Cey- 
lon. 
It touches with rare beauty every fev 


yards of the Chinese landscape. It break, 
up into lovely bits the fields of India. 
It grows ut tho bnso of tho HimaluyiiB. 
II softcnu again the soft, fair face of Japan. 
It thrives in Singapore. It runs riot in Pe- 
nang. And wonderfully deft are tho vari- 
ous natives in the use ot the bamboo. The 
Chinamen excel iu its manipulation. I 
have come home after a sojourn in the east 
of some yeare with an idea that tho China- 
men excel in almost everything mechanical 
in which thoy have an entirely fair chance. 
There nro few things a Chinnmuu cannot 
make out of bamboo—houses, boxes aud 
baskets, furniture, palanquins, 'rickshaws, 
hats, shiclile, caniae.es, scaffolding, fences, 
mats, portieres—those are a few of tho sim- 
plest uses to which Chin-Yang puts bam- 
boo. 


_Thcre Is nothing clso In the vegetable 


kingdom nfc once so pliable and as strong as 
bamboo. The fingers of Chinese children 
weave it. 
The hands of Indian women 


pluck il. Yet from it is made scaffolding 
upon which stand H multitude of Chinese 
workmen. Once in Hong-Kong I saw the I 
Chinese prepare for their "soul festival." 
The "soul festival" Is a unique expression 
of the artistic yeanlings of this peculiar 
people. 
Ifc occurs once in every four years. 


A temporary house is built of bamboo. It 
is lined with shelves of bamboo. On these 
shelves uve placed pictures, vases, flowers— 
Iu brief, anything and everything that 
marks Chinese progress iu the fine arts 
The "soul festival" Is tho Chinese world's 
fair, but a world's fair from which all the 
world is rigorously excluded except China. 


There wns a great deal nbout the "soul 


festival" Isiiw that was Incomprehensible 
to me. Auil.u Chinese mystery is apt to 
remain a Chinese mystery to the most In- 
quiring European, They are not prone to 
explain themselves to uu. One thing, how- 
ever, wns clear to mo at the "soul festival." 
That one thing was the preponderance o. 
bamboo. Not only was bamboo an impnr 
t-ant ingredient of the building, uud of half 
the semiuseflll articles displayed, but il 
was iu evidence on the majority of the pot- 
.ery and in mnily of the pictures. It \vas 
:he saving grace of the most hideous carv- 
ugs. It gave the utmost touch of beauty 
to the finest ivories. 


Bamboo is as light as it is strong. That 


makes it invaluable for receptacles that 
must be carried. 1 used ofteli to stop in 
he streets of Shanghai to buy Chincsi 
sweetmeat* Irnm n "chowchow seller', 
vho hud a portable booth or cabinet. I 
voudcred at the ease witli which he carried 
t until one day I lifted it myself. It was 
uexriressibly light. It was mailc of ham- 
boo. 
The minor Chinese bridges are made

Persia Worried bjr Silver, 


LoKDON, March 3. — A dispatch from 


Teheran says: The government has offi- 
ally announced that the mint will no 
longer coin silver for the public. It also 
declares that the importation ol silver is 
prohibited for the future, and that a 
month hence the customs authorities will 
treat as contraband all silver not ordered 
by the mint.

Twice a week the nails should be rubbed 
with a ^ arnit^i-'nade as follows: Half an 
ounce pistachio oil, 32 grains table stilt, 3S 
grams powdered colophany, 33 grains 
ground alum, SO grains melted white wax, 
2 grains fine carmine. 


These ingredients should be thoroughly 


mixed over a spirit lamp, made into a kind 
of pomatum aud preserved in a small glass 
or porcelain jar 
It thould be applied to 


the nail with a tiny v> ad ol medicated cot- 
ton and allowed to remain there for half an 
hour. The thin membrane surrounding the 
nail should then be carefully pushed back 
with the rounded end of an ivory nail file, 
and the little "idle skins," which of ten grow 
at the root of the nail, cut away with a pail 
of very sharp j-cissors. 


'When this is done, the nail should be pol- 


ished with theso called "diamond powder," 
a small quantity of which is put on a cham 
ois &kin nail polisher. The hands are the. 
washed iu hot oatmeal water, well dried on 
a very fine towel, and finally the nails are 
polished once^fiore with a soft chamois pol 
isher. 
By doing this regularly twice a 


week the roughest and most ungainly look 
ing hand and nails can be transformed intt 
things of beauty. 


When the hands have been permitted tc 


become chapped, bathe them every nigh' 
before going to bed in a very clear pulp 
made of linseed meal aud bitter almond on 
rinse them in tincture of benzoin dilutee 
with 16 parts of hot water, dry them wel 
and powder thoroughly with ordinary viole 
powder.

In thu center ot 
the other similar men "hear upon their 
shonldera the bride, who ig in an inclosed 
aedan chair, and nhu ia followed by her 
bridesmaids. But to the ca.sunl observer 
the two ciidFi of tho two processions are 
quite, alike in every other respect.

toms, red clothed coolits carrying roasted 
pigs and other dainties, mnallor coolies 
carrying oh cap paper ornaments of i\ Mon- 
golian theatrical type—thesis are the inva- 
riable elements of both processions. 


The Chinese are today the most, unique, 


the most ancient and (ho most misunder- 
stood people on the earth. 
I .say the most 


ancient because they are the least changed 
from what they were long centuries ago. 
The least chaugedl They are not changed 
nt all. 
The China of today is the China 


Marco Polo knew. A few of ua have been 
in China. I am not speaking of the mis- 
sionaries. I regard them as a people apart. 
^Vhat have wn gained in China* A strange 
experience—tome a pleasant one—n pound 
of perfumed tea, and n bale, of flowered 
crape, for all of which we have paid right 
handsomely. We have been treated in the 
main politely, but sooner or later mosfc nf 
us are bowed out of China, if not by the 
emperor, why, then by tha climate. 


The Chinese have at lenat three.religions 


T—Confucianism", Buddhism anil Taoism. 
But the funeral rites of the three sects are 
identical. 
There are several reasons for 


this. 
The three religions are much alike 


nnd are all largely founded upon Indian 
Buddhism. Moreover, religion is a verv ' 
second clasa affair in China. 
The priests 


of two sects often Jive together in the 
chummiest way. 
Filial devotion is the 


real religion of China. 
All China is one 


huge family, nnd tha emperor is llm great 
father. By tlie way, Great Father is what , 
the Xortli American Indians call God. 
And the Chinese consider their emperor a 
Kod. There ia one more reason why all 
Chinese funerals are greatly alike. China 
is n land of ceremonials, and the smallest 
details of those ceremonials are prescribed 
by the "Leke," or book of rites. 


To disobey the least rule of this great 


national manual is a crime aud a severely 
punished one. In. two respects only does 
one Chinese funeral differ from another. 
The first in in the amount of money spent, 
and the second is in the period after death 
nl which burial takes place. 


The first nrabHiOu of every Chinaman is 


to have a splendid coffin. 
A poor China- 


man will half Htarvo himself and his fam- 
ily for yenra that ha may daily hoard n 
little cash toward tbo sum needed fur tho i 
purchase of the coveted casket. When the ' 
coflin is really bought, It is brought home 
with great ceremony. It is given the place 
of honor.in the house and is regarded as 
the mo'st valuable piece of furniture in tho 
establishment. Among the poorer classes 
it is customary to liny a very thick coflin. 
No self respecting Chinr?e family—and 
the Chinese are the most self respecting of 
all the nations—will bury n parent until 
they can do it with more or less Mongo- 
lian magnificence. Hence iu China death 
by no menus implies immediate burial. 
When a Chinaman dies, his neighbors 
come in and help the women uf tha family 
to make the shroud; 
The body is put iii 


Its colnu. Then the funeral ceremonies 
begin, if there is money enough. If there 
is not, the coffin is put back in its. place of 
honor until the family finances look up. 


The day of the death, or the day after,

Pteris decisions miniatures the leaf oi 


the rock maple; Poly podium spectrum out- 
lines an oak leaf; Polypodium tnmariscum 
resembles a, tamarind leaf; Viiariaokmgata 
is indistinguishable from grass. 


Like the imitntion by certain birds, in- 


sects, reptiles and intiny animal forms oi 
the leaves and trunks of the trees neni 
wJn'cli they dwell, these fern counterfeit" 
coufusci the naturalist-mid considerably in- 
crease the cUflicnlty attending the study oi 
ferns. Oak, ivy, poplar, sorrel aud various 
grass sbupes mingle mid masquerade, and 
detection is postihlo only at the brief time 
of fruitnge, when the glnss finds fernshlp 
in many of these pretty piirnsites, revealing 
ou edge or BUvfftce of the leaves their flue 
spores. 


This coquetry wna'ngreeable to our art- 


ist, who nsttcopyisfc envied the powerof tbo 
ferns to nlmulnte other growths. A delicate 
nsplenium was produced with, elaborate 
care.

ture: One parl pure glycerin, one part lemon 
juice, one part rosewaU.r. This can bu pre^ 
pared cither for immediate use or kept in a 
bottle for three or four days at a .time, 
Twice a •week the nails should be rubbed 
with a varnJs^nado as follows: JlaU tin 
ounce pistachio oil, 82 grains table piilL, 3 
grains powdered colophany, 33 grains 
ground olum, 60 grains melted whltu wax, 
2 grains flno carmine. 


These ingredients should be thoroughly 


mixed over a spirit lamp, madii Into a kind 
of pomatum, and preserved in n email glass 
or porcelain jar.

Each moU'calu ivuiild bo seen swinging to 
and fro with ihc utmost violeijco among 
the neighboring molc-cnles nml quivering 
from the shocks it receives from tha vehe- 
ment encoiinturs with oilier molecules, 
which onciii'millions of times in each sec- 
ond.

Good, healthful animal 


enjoyments filled those dnya. 
Wo think 


better of the Puritans for it; we are glad 
to know thati (hey must have been, mighty 
men at tho trencher; we can even forgive 
them for the human quality it reveals 
tlmt they were moat "potent ill potting." 


They brought with them from England 


their beer drinking habits, and pitiful aru 
their complaints ou first coming hern 
ngaiimt thoir enforced abstinence. Somo 
of. them afterward narrated their experi- 
ences, as if they were well worth the lull- 
ing. It was "not accounted a strange 
tiling in those days to drink water," 
wrote one, and good Parson IliggluBon of 
Salem rather boasted that whereas his 
Btomach formerly endured only "such 
drink as was both strong and stale" he 
waa then able to say, "I can aud ofttimca 
do drink New Englaud water very woll." 
But thia uuhappy neceaslly did not long 
continue. 
The Puritans very BOOU began 


to brew and ,to distill, and New England 
rum early won its widespread fame. 
Tho 


name of their BthniiluutB wns legion, and 
their consumption on festival occasions— 
chief of which were the funeral and the 
min is tor's ordination—was enormous, Flip 
glasses are preserved w.hich hold over u 
gallon. The punchbowl was paused from 
mouth to month before every dinner, nnd 
beer or BOIUO other strong drink preceded 
breakfast and accompanied every meal 
and waa partaken of as freely-by tho chil- 
dren as by thoir cldim It is recorded that 
u 111 IBS of 8, sent to Boston to ho educated, 
left Lho homo of Lei- gran dm other In hl^h 
dudgeon IJCCJIUHO ehu was not given wine , 
with each uitml.

But though drinking was HO general 


there WHS surprisingly little drunkenness 
in Puritan days. Cntton Mather complain- 
ed that every other hoiiso in Boston was 
nn alehouse, but New England through- 
out tho seventeenth century was sober and 
law abiding. The tavern keep era—ahvays 
men of social and political importance, ns 
tho '.'precedence lifts" of Harvard and 
Yale reveal—were constrained to see to it 
that no mail drank mart) than a quart of 
beer out of mealtimes; that there was no 
singing or dancing or Rambling on thoir 
premises, nor any smoking of tobacco. | 
The minister, the magistrate, the deacons 
nnd the constables had an unpleasant: huh- 
it of publicly chiding the overboistcrous, 
or those who tarried too long with tho 
wine, and tho tithiugmau would force 
himself upon the company of the stranger 
in the inn and sternly countermand his 
order for drink if it seemed to him cxccss- 
ivu. There were, too, fires aud imprison- 
ment, tho stocks, the pillory, the drunk- 
ard's clock—a barrel with holes lor bead 
and arms—or tho bilboes for the iutoxi- 
cuted, aud for tho incorrigible, disfran- 
chisement a7id the shameful badge por- 
trayed by Mr. Volk.

We laugh at tlio sumptuary lows oi i 


earlier times—the regulations for bakers ' 
nud feather bed makers aud almost evciy 
other tradesman and every laborer. Some 
of them are ludicrous enough, but it is not 
certain that in small and Isolated commu- 
nities, in H new country at lenst, they 
wwij not in tho main well suited to the oc- 
casion, however it may have been in more 
populous England, whence they were 
brought. Kven Ihc penalty of lino, impris- 
onment or the whipping post, which await- 
ed tho youth who persisted in courting a 
inn Id without the formal consent of her 
parents, amusing though it Rccins today, 
may not havebeiMi unbeucficial in ao prim- 
It ivo 41 society. The New England settlers j 
were bothered with few theories of gov- 
ernment. The foundations of the republic

Ills train was nearly to a 
etandstill when be realized this fact, but 
he lost no time, and seizing the throttle, 
pulled it wide open.

fireman jumped down into the bottom of 
the cab, and not a minute too soon, for 
when the robbera saw them move they 
fired a volley into the engine and cab, 
but luckily, hurt no one.

gers, who crawled under the seats and 
hid their valuables.

FLANS FAILED. 


Two Trains Narrowly Escaped Being 


Wrecked at Augusta, Me. 


AuousrA, Me., March 3—A dastardly 


attempt at train wracking was made bete 
last night. The passenger train from Bos- 
ton, which arrives here at 7.15, was bowl- 
injf along at 30 miles an hour, and had 
reached a point half a mile below the 
city, at the state house siding, when the 
locomotive struck a pile of rocks and ol< 
iron, which had been heaped upon th« 
track.

sleeper was removed by jacking np Hie 
engine.

SIMON B. HARRIS ALSO ON THE 


WITNESS STAND. 


Defence Will Open Next Week With 


General Denial. 


Wlien tlie Superior court opeueil yester- 


day afternoon, the crowd present was as 
lame as ever; likewise the ciond outside. 


Thomas F. Uonaghue continued and 


when Mr. Wier had iiuiahed Mr. Burke 
began the cross examination. 
Donaghue 


testified that he came to Lowell once last 
fall and. stopped at home, 
fie thought 


that there were two number lo's in Marion 
street. Kegarding his acquaintance with 
Garvey lie said he had known him lor 
some lime hut he did not know how long 
Garvey had known him; couldn't say thai 
Garvey knew his gnen name. 


Charles Uonashue, father of the last wit- 


ness testified that he lived at what he called 
35 Marion street, lie couldn't swear that 
it was Bennett's court. He didn't know 
by what name it was known.

never heard his place of residence called a 
comt until thjs present week. The name 
on his tax bill was 15 Bennett's block, 
Marion street. 


Mr. Weir asked witness by what name

Witness met Mr. Garvey last fall after 


the 26th of October and had conversation 
with him regarding the registration of a 
man named Donaghue. tie met Garvey 
on Merrimack street near the city hall.

Wit- 
ness asked him what he did it for.

on. election day. 


Said the witness—I talked with him and

compliment. Witness said that his son 
lived \vith him fora few weeks in February 
1S93. 
There was no Thomas F. Donag- 


hue at his house on May 1st. Witness has 
lived there 15 years, and daring that time 
no other Thomas F. Donaghue has lived 
there. 


On cross-examination witness said that 


on nne evening previous to the conversa- 
tion reported above he met Garvey on 
Broadway, and from what was said, Mr. 
Garvey knew that his son had left town. 
Witness in answer to a question from Mr. 
Weir said that he was well known in the 
precinct. 


Theresa Uonaghue, wife of the last wit- 


ness, and mother of Thomas F. Donaghue, 
testified that her son had resided with her 
off and on after he left home first. He 
has not been home since the las: of Dec- 
ember 1892. Witness, said that in May 
1892, Garvey called at her house in the 
capacity of assistant assessor. She told 
how to spell her name and said that both 
her sons were away. 


Simon B. Harris testified that he was 


piesent at most of the sessions of the regis- 
trars last fall as a supervisor of registra- 
tion.

noon, and was in. ooj^Rltatioa with the 
queen before dinner. During this con- 
sultation, the premier intimated to the 
queen his intention to resign, but the 
formal tender of bis resignation is de- 
ferred until after the meeting of the privy 
council. 


In his consnltation with tbe queen Mr. 


Sladatene explained to her majesty the 
reasons for bis retirement. The queen ex- 
pressed her regrets that the country 
ahcrald lose his services, and offered him 
a peerage. This Mr. Gladutone declined 
to accept. Mr. Gladstone recommended 
that Lord Bosebery be appointed as bis 
(accessor.

Rasebery, who is at Epsom, summoning 
him to Windsor this evening. It is under- 
stood that he will accept tbe premiership, 
but that there will be only two other 
changes in tbe cabinet.

In reply, 
Mr. Labouchere said that if the Conserva- 
tives moved want of. confidence in such a 
government bo would not snpport the 
government, and he thongbt that at least 
HO members were in full sympathy with 
bis view of the situation, and that if they 
were driven to extremes they would even 
overturn a government headed by a peer.

or lose his customers. 


A hand power circular saw was pro- 


cured, and this for a time answered hia 
purpose, but it was not long before he 
found tHa larger factories were making 
further improvements in their machinery 
and-methods and were again undersell- 
ing him. This necessitated a further in- 
crease in his machinery. A horsepower 
was procured, and several other machines 
•were added to the circular saw. With 
these and a reduction in wages ho was en- 
abled to hold his own for a time, but 
there came a day when he amid hold 
out no longer. He had to let his men go, 
close up the shop and apply at one of tho 
large factories for work. The fate of 
' this man was the fate of hundreds of men 


in all the known trades.

This would compel capitalists to en- 


largo iheir plant and employ more help 
to do tho same amount of work they did 
when working 10 hours, and as men 
earned they would buy, and so stimulate 
trade and spread tho money that now 
lies in heaps in some places throughout 
tho country, and call into the ranks of 
the laboring class many who are now 
trying hard to make a living as mer- 
chants and tradesmen. Some may ques- 
tion the right of the government lo in- 
terfere with the running o£ a business 
run by private "capital by shortening the 
hours of labor, but'governments do in- 
terfere in other ways with commerce by 
imposing duties, intornal revenue tax, 
regulating tho rates of interest on loans, 
etc. It is only during the last few years

How to Keep Cut Flowers. 


The best way to keep cut flowers is 


not in tall glas LS of water, but in low, 
shallow, broad dishes. If a vessel about 
the size and shape of a soup plate is 
filled with clean, fresh green moss from 
tho woods, made up in a slightly mound- 
ed form in tho center, flowers and or- 
namental sprays of leaves can be insert- 
ed in a free, natural manner, instead of 
having that excessively formal appear- 
ance they usually have when closely 
packed in small cups or vases or when 
made into bouquets. 
They also keep 


fresh for a longer period, owing to the 
much larger surface exposed immedi- 
ately under them, the moist moss fur- 
nishing a source of vapor which tends 
to preserve the blossoms. 
The moss 


should be well sprinkled with water at 
each renewal of the flowers.

There is one point of difficulty, however, 


and that is the fixing tue supporting post 
sufficiently firm to bear the weight of rod 
and curtain without any danger of its get- 
ting pushed over.

Travelers, Impressions of tlie Tree—The 


Water Mill-Popular Names of Cities— 
Consistency. 


The orient is wreathed with bamboo. A 


considerable proportion of the houses in tho 
sast are built; of bamboo, and at one season 
of the year many thousands of natives are 
fed on bamboo. There is nothing else I 
Bhould find so impossible to wipe from my 
rnemoried picture of the east as bamboo. It 
is the one characteristic common to all the 
east Indigo, rice, opium, tea, coffee, coch- 
ineal, gems, spices—they all mean the east, 
but no one of them means the entire east. 
Bamboo is symbolic of all the east. It lifts 
its graceful feathery heads among the co- 
coanut trees and cinnamon groves of Cey- 
lon. It touches with rare beauty every fesv 
yards of the Chinese landscape. It breaks 
up into lovely bits the fields of India. 
It grows at the base of the Himalayas. 
It softens again the soft, fair face ot Japan, 
It thrives in Singapore. Ifc runs riot in Pe- 
nang. And wonderfully deft ate the vari- 
ous natives in the use of the bamboo. The 
Chinamen excel in its manipulation. I 
have coma home after a sojourn in the east 
of some years with an idea that the China- 
men excel in almost everything mechanical 
in which they have an entirely fair chance. 
There are few things a Chinaman cannot 
make out of bamboo—houses, boxes and 
baskets, furniture, palanquins, 'rickshaws, 
hats, shields, carriages, scaffolding, fences, 
mats, portieres—those are a few of the sim- 
plest uses to which Chin-Yang puta bam- 
boo. 


There is nothing else in the vegetable 


kingdom at once so pliable and as strong as 
bamboo. The fingers of Chinese children 
weave it. 
The hands of Indian women 


pluck it. Yet from ifc is made scaffolding 
upon which stand a multitude of Chinese 
workmen. Once in Hong-Kong I saw the 
Chinese prepare for their "soul festival." 
The "soul festival" is a unique expression 
of the artistic yearnings of this peculiar 
people. It occurs once in every four years. 
A temporary house is built of bamboo. It 
is lined with shelves of bamboo. Ou these 
shelves are placed pictures, vases, flowers— 
in brief, anything and everything that 
marks Chinese progress in the flue arts. 
The "soul festival" is the Chinese world's 
fair, but a world's fair from which all the 
world is rigorously excluded except China. 


There was a great deal about the "soul 


festival" I saw,that was incomprehensible 
to me. And a Chinese mystery is apt to 
remain a Chinese mystery to the most in- 
quiring European. They are not prone to 
explain themselves to us. One thing, 
how- 


ever, was clear to me at the "soul festival. 
That one thing was the preponderance ot 
bamboo. Not only was bamboo an impor- 
tant ingredient of the building, and of hall 
the semiuseful articles displayed, but it 
was in evidence on the majority of the pot- 
tery and in many o! the pictures. It was 
the saving grace of the most hideous carv- 
ings. It gave the utmost touch of beauty 
to the finest ivories. 


Bamboo is as light as ifc is strong. That 


makes it invaluable for receptacles that 
must be carried. I used often to stop in 
the streets of Shanghai to buy Chinese 
sweetmeats from a "ebowchow seller" 
who had a portable booth or cabinet. I 
wondered at the ease with which he cairied 
it until one day I lifted it myself. It was 
inexpressibly light. It was made of bam- 
boo. 
The minor Chinese bridges are made 


of bamboo. Yeiy quaint and effective they 
are.

There are few things a Chinaman cannot 
make out of bamboo—houses, boxes and 
baskets, furniture, palanquins, 'rickshaws, 
hats, shields, carriages, scaffolding, fences, 
mats, portieres—those are a few of the sim- 
plest uses to which Chin-Yang puts bam- 
boo. 


There is nothing elso In the vegetable 


kingdom at onco so pliable and as strong as 
bamboo. The fingers of Chinese children 
weave it. 
The hands of Indian women 


pluck ft. Yet from It Is made scaffolding 
upon which stand a multitude of Chinese 
workmen. Onco ia Hong-Kong I eaw the 
ChiuosB prepare for their "soul.festival.' 
The "soul festival" is a .unique expressioi 
of the artistic yearnings of this peculiar 
people. It occurs once in every four years 
A temporary house Is built of bamboo. It 
Is lined with shelves of bamboo. Ou these 
shelves are placed pictures, vases, flowers- 
la brief, anything and everything that 
marks Chinese progress iu the fine arts 
Tho "soul fostival" is the Chinese world's 
fair, hut a world's fair from which all the 
world is rigorously excluded except China. 


There was a groat deal about tbo "soul 


festival" I saw.that was incomprehensible 
to me. Aud a Chinese mystery is apt to 
remain a Chinese mystery to tho most in- 
qniruiK European.. They are not prone to 
explain themselves to us. One thing, how- 
ever, was clear to mo at the "soul festival." 
That ono thing WUH the preponderance of 
bamboo. Not only was bamboo an impor- 
tant ingredient of the building, and of half 
the scmiuseful articles displayed, but it 
was in evidence on the majority of the pot- 
tery and iu ninny of the pictures. It was 
tho saving graeo of tha most hideous carv- 
ings. It gave the utmost touch of beauty 
to the finest ivories. 


Bamboo is as light as it in strong.

HIS LIFE WAS BLIGHTED BY A 


JILT. 


Stories of His Battles iu the Lost 


Cause, 


LTXCHBURG, Va., March a — United 


States Senator John W. Daniel, at 11 
o'clock last night, in a sad voice, au- 
nouuced that his old commander, Geu- 
eral Jubal A. Early, at whose bedbide he 
has been a constant watcher for some 
days, had gone to his eternal reward. 
General Early died at 10:30. Ho passed 
away in the presence of his family and 
physician, his kindred and several inti- 
mate friends. He met death unflinch- 
ingly, with his hand resting quietly in 
Senator Daniel's. 


General Earlj's Career. 


The part luck play:* iu making or mar- 


ring men's fortunes is illustrated iu Gen- 
eral Karly's career. More- than once dur- 
ing the civil wtir he came very near turn- 
ing the scale ut important crises in favor 
of his people, yet he emerged from the 
conflict under a cloud which remained to 
embitter the last 30 years of his life. 


Early was a Virginian. 
He was born 


in Franklin county in 1816, graduated at 
West Pointi served with the regulars in 
Florida, and with the Virginian voluu- 
teers in Mexico, and at the first Bull Run 
led a brigade. luhis secoud battle, Will- 
iamsburg, Va., May 5, 1862, he was se- 
verely wounded; and did not resume his 
command uutil the battle of Cedar Moun- 
tain, Aug. 19, 1863. He fought at sec- 
ond Bull Run and Antietam, and had the 
good fortune to command the line on 
Marye's Hill which chocked the Union 
advance at Fredericksburg in May, 1S66. 


At Gettysburg he commanded a divi- 


sion in Ewell's corps and led the same 
troops in the Wilderness campaign of 1604 
up to the battle of Cold Harbor. After 
thut battle he was sent to Lynchburg to 
oppose General David Hunter's • attack 
upon that important position. After re- 
pulsing Hunter he planned an invasion of 
the border states. General Lee gave him 
full discretion in the matter, and with 
12,000 men (according to Confederate his- 
torians) he crossed the Potomac at Sbep- 
herdstown the first week in July. Grant's 
army lay at that time in front of Peters- 
burg, fully engaged in the effort to in- 
close the place with besieging linea. 


Moved Quickly. 


So rapid were Early'a movements that 


the Washington authorities had no fore- 
warning of the raid. Maryland was in a 
state of terror. The president called out 
the militia of the eastern states, and after 
considerable urging Grant sect the Sixth 
corps from Petersburg to Washington. 
On July 9 Early defeated a force composed 
of the garrison of Baltimore and a di- 
vision of the Sixth corps, all under Gen- 
eral Lew Wallace, atMonocacy Junction, 
Md., and immediately marched to the 
gates of Washington.

threatened Baltimore and destroyed the 
railways north of that city, but the delay 
caused by those operations was fatal to 
Early's plans. It was the 12th before he 
was ready to attack the Washington de- 
fenses, and then a reconnaissance showed 
him that they were garrisoned by veterans 
of the Army of the Potomac. He aban- 
doned the movement and returned to the 
Shenaudoah valley. 


Sheridan soon confronted Early in the 


valley with troops from the army at 
Petersburg and defeated him in two bat 
ties, at Opequon and Fisher's Hill, Sept. 
19 and 20. But on Oct. 19 Eavly surprised 
Sheridan's camps at Cedar Creek and 
came very near redeeming the valley 
from Union control. Sheridan saved his 
army by the memorable ride from Win- 
chester and a stirring appeal to his 
troops. 


Disappointed In Hove. 


At the opening of the spring campaign 


in 1865 General Ouster defeated Early at 
Waynesboro, and Lee was compelled by 
public opinion to select another com- 
mander for the Confederates in the val- 
ley. 


After the war General Early practiced 


law in Richmond and New Orleans, and 
was associated with Beauregard in man- 
aging the Louisiana lottery. He died a 
bachelor, having had his first romantic 
love affair spoiled by the fickleness of 
northern girl whom he rescued from 
drowning at WhUe Sulphur Springs dur- 
ing his cadet daya. 


The lovers were engaged, and the lieu- 


tenant was anticipating a happy termina- 
tion to the romance when his hopes were 
blasted by the receipt of a newspaper con- 
taining the notice of the marriage of his 
rbarmer with a northern man. He put 
jtside the uniform, with its hateful asso- 
ciations, aud left the army until war's 
alarms summoned him to the battlefields 
of Mexico. After the Mexican war he re- 
turned to civil life. 


In 1807 General Early published a me- 


moir of his campaigns. He was fora 
time president of the Southein Historical 
society.

Qucon Will Be rcnslonod. 


OMAHA, Mnrch 3.—W. F. Alexander, 


special commissioner of the, provisional 
government at Honolulu, passed through 
Omaha yesterday, on his return from 
Washington. He tmid: "The provisional 
government has won the fltfht. It will 
give the queen a pension and retire her, 
providing oho behaves herself." 


General Early died ut 10:30. Ho passed 
away iu tho presence of his family and 
physiclnn, his kindred and several inti- 
mate friends. He met death unflinch- 
ingly, with his hand resting quietly iu 
Senator Daniol'a. 


Gouoral Early'a Cnroor. 


Thopnrt luck plays iu making or mar- 


ring men's fortunes is illustrated in Gerr 
crtil Early's career. Moro than once dur 
ing the civil war he came very near turn 
iiiy the scale ut important crisps in favor 
of his people, yet he emerged from the. 
conflict under a cloud which remained to 
einbilLer the last 30 years of his life. 


Early was si Virginian. 
Ilo was born 


in Franklin county in 1810, graduated at 
West Point, nerved with the regulars in 
Florida, und with the Virplninu voluu 
teerfl In Mexico, and ill the first Bull Iluu 
led a brigade. In his second battle, Will- 
iamsburg, Va., J\Lny 5, 1SOS, he was si 
verely wounded; and did not reeume bis 
command until the battle of Cedar Moun- 
tain, Aug. 19, 1BG3. 
He fought at sec- 


ond Bull Run and Antietnm, and hud the 
good fortune to command the line 
Maryo's Hill which chocked tho Union 
advance at Frederlcksburg in May, 
1SG6. 


Al Gettysburg he commanded a divi- 


sion in EwelPs corps and led tho name 
troops in the Wilderness campaign of Ibtii 
up to the battle of Cold Harbor. After 
thai battle he was sent to Lyuchburg to 
oppose General David Hunter's -uttiick 
upon that important position. After re- 
pulsing Hunter ho planned au invasion oJ 
the border status. General Loe gave him 
full discretion iu the mutter, and with 
12,000 men (according to Confederate his- 
torians) he crossed the Potomac at Shcp- 
herdstown the flrst week iu July, Grant's 
urmy lay nt that time iu front of l-'etiM's- 
burg, fully engaged in the effort to in- 
close the place with besieging linen. 


Mured Quickly. 


So rapid were Early's movements that 


the Washington authorities bad no fore- 
warning of the raid. Maryland was in a 
state of terror. The president culled out 
the militia of the eastern states, and after 
considerable urging Grant sent tho Sixth 
corps from Petersburg to Washington. 
On July 0 Early defeated a force composed 
of the garrison of Baltimore and a di- 
vision of thw Sixth iorpa, nil under Gen- 
eral Lew Wallace, utMonocucy Junctiou, 
Md., and immediately inarched to the 
gates o[ Washiugtou. 


Meanwhile bis cavalry 
detachments 


threatened Baltimore and destroyed the 
rail ways north of that city, but the delay 
caused by those operations way fatal to 
Early's plans. It was the 12th before ho 
wan ready to attack the Wushiuglon de- 
fenses, and then a reconnaissance showed 
him that they were garrisoned by veterans 
of the Army of the Potomac. Ho aban- 
doned the movement and returned to the 
SliPnaudoah valley. 


Sheridan soon confronted Early In the 


valley ivith troops from thu army at 
Petersburg and defeated him in two bnt- 
tles, at Opequon and Fiaher's Hill, Sept. 
10 and 20. But on Oct. 19 Eurly surprised 
Sheridan's camps at Cedar Creek aud 
come very near redeeming the valley 
from Union control. Sheridan saved his 
army by the memorable ride from Win- 
chester and a stirring appeal to hie 
troops. 


Disappointed In HOT*. 


At tho opening of the spring campaign 


in 1865 General Custer defeated Early at 
Wuyneaboro, aud Lee was compelled by 
public opinion to select another com- 
mander for the Confederates in the val- 
ley. 


After tha war General ISarly practiced 


law in Richmond and New Orleans, and 
was associated with Beituregard in man- 
aging the Louisiana lottery. He died a 
bachelor, having had his first romantic 
love affair spoiled by the fickleness of A 
northern girl whom he rescued from 
drowning nt Whi;e Sulphur Springs dur- 
jiip bis cadet days. 


The lovers were engaged, and the lieu- 


tenant wna anticipating a happy termina- 
tion to the romance when his hopes were 
blasted by the receipt of a newspaper coa- 
laining the notice of the marriage of his 
i-harmer with a northern man. He put 
laldc the uniform, with Its hateful asso- 
ciations, aud left tho army until war's 
alarms summoned him to the battlefields 
of Mexico. After the Mexican war he re- 
turned to civil life. 


In 1807 General Early published a me- 


moir of bis campaigns. H« was fora 
time president of the Southern Historical 
society.

They have hearty appetites at all 
times, but they never eat so much as they 
do at a funeral feast. When I first lived 
in China, I used to find it almost impos- 
sible to distinguish between a f uueral pro- 
cession and a marriage procession. In the 
center of one the coffined corpse is borne 
on the shoulders of men. In the center of 
the other similar men bear upon their 
shoulders the bride, who is in an inclosed 
sedan chair, and she is followed by her 
bridesmaids. But to the casual observer 
the two ends of the two processions are 
quite alike in every other respect. Tom- 
toms, red clothed coolies carrying roasted 
pigs and other dainties, smaller coolies 
carrying cheap paper ornaments of a Mon- 
golian theatrical type—these are the inva- 
riable elements of both processions. 


The Chinese are today the most unique, 


the most ancient and the most misunder- 
stood people on the earth. I say the most 
ancient because they are the least changed 
from what they were long centuries ago.

So Manicure Needed If Froper Methods 


Are Adopted—Etiquette—Small Cl>Hiu;e 
Is .Much Needed.

any way neglected. The nail has nu ex- 
pression, not to bay an eloquence, of its own, 
for the social .status of man or woman can 
easily be detected by the fashion in which 
it is thapcd, cut and cared for. A broad, 
flat vail, cut very short ^id encroached 
upon by the skin, dtm.tes u > «lt;ar nature, 
while the true filbert iiji, cut to follow the 
shape of the end of uie linger, slightly 
pointed and daintily polished, gives tho en- 
tire hand an aristocratic and rctined ap- 
pearance.

To begin with, the hands should always' 


>o washed m\ ery hoc w ater, or, better \ 11, i 
a warm oatmeal water, railing tun, a, 
:ew drops of tiuctuie of bun^om in the wa 
ter add greatly to the whiteness and fiolt- j 
ness of the skin, also conducing to tht 
jeautifyinjj of the nails themselves. \\ hen' 
the hands aie thoroughly clean, rinse them I 
in cleat w arm water into which a teaspoon- 
fill of almond meal has been thrown. 


Dry the hands on a soft towel and imme- 


diately rub them v, itu the following mix- 
ture: One part pure glycerin, one part lemon 
juice, one part rosewatc-r. This can be pre- 
pared either foi immediate use or kept in a 
bottle for three or four days at a time. 
Twice a week the nails should be rubbed 
with a-vaiai'-'^e.-uadeas follows: Half an 
ounce pistachio oil, 33 grains table salt, 33 
grains powdered colophany, 33 grains 
ground alum, 80 grains melted white wax, 


grains fine carmine. 
These ingredients should be thoroughly 


mixed over a spirit lamp, made into a kind 
of pomatum and preserved in a small glass 
or porcelain jar. It should be applied to 
the nail with a tiny wad of medicated cot- 
ton and allowed to remain there for half an 
hour. The thin membrane surrounding the 
nail should then be carefully pushed back 
with the rounded end of an ivory nail file, 
and the little "idleskins," which often grow 
at the root of the nail, cut away with a pait 
of very sharp scissors. 


'When this is done, the nail should be pol- 


ished with theso called "diamond powder," 
a small quantity of which is put on a cham- 
ois skin nail polisher The hands are the. 
washed in hot oatmeal water, well dried on 
a very fine towel, and filially the nails are 
polished once^jnore with a soft chamois pol- 
isher. 
By doing this regularly twice a 


week the roughest and most ungainly look 
ing hand and nails can be transformed intt 
things of beauty. 


When the hands have been permitted to 


become chapped, bathe them every nighi 
before going to bed in a very clear pulp 
made of linseed meal and bitter almond oil 
rinse them in tincture of benzoin dilutee 
with 16 parts of hot water, dry them wel 
and powder thoroughly with ordinary violel 
powder.

they refuse to allow it to penetrate or even 
to mark the crystallized surface. 


When glass is cut with a diamond, the 


edge which seems so hard is really com- 
posed of rapidly moving atoms. The glass 
which is cut i.s also merely a mass o£ mov- 
ing molecules, and what seems to happen 
is that as the diamond is pressed forward 
its several particles, by their superior vig- 
or, drive the little particles of glass out of 
the way.

88 gralna 


grouud alum, 60 grains melted white wax, 
2 grains flno carmine. 


These ingredients should be thoroughly 


mixed over n spirit lump, mado into a kind 
of pomatum nud preserved in a Eiiiall glass 
or porcelain jar. Jt ehould be applied to 
tho nail with a tiny wad o£ medicated cot- 
ton and allowed to remain there for half tm 
hour. The thin membrane surrounding tho 
nail should then bo carefully pushed back 
with the rounded end of nn ivory nail file, 
and thelittlc "Idlefikins," which often grow 
at the root of the nail, cut away with n paii 
of very sharp scissors. 


"Whim thie ia done, the nail should bo pol- 


ished witb theso called "diamond powder," 
a small quantity of which is put on a cham- 
ois skin nail polisher. The hands are tha 
washed in bot oatmeal water, veil dried on 
a very fine toivel, and finally the nails arc 
polished oncejjioro with asofb chamois pol- 
isher. 
By doing this regularly twice a 


week the roughest and moat- ungoinly look 
ing hand and nails can be transformed inU, 
things of beauty. 


Whcu the hands havo .been permitted tc 


become chapped, batbo them every night 
before going to bed in n very clear pulp 
made uf linseed IUOH! and bitter almond oil 
rluso them in tincture of benzoin diluted 
witb 1(J parts of hot water, dry them well 
and powder thoroughly with ordinary violet 
powder.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 8.—Engineer 


McKinney of the Rock Island saved his 
company a heavy loss in treasure and 
also escaped with his life by an exhibition 
of nerve last night. Passenger train No. 
IS, easthound, left the Union depot at 5:20 
p. in. Three miles east of this city and 
about half a mile from the place where 
the Rock Island was jobbed two months 
ago, is a deep cut. Ail the train glided 
into tho cut, a red lanTern flashed across 
the tiack, near the middle of the cut, and 
torpedoes exploded under the wheels. 


McKinney looked a little beyond the 


lantern and saw several men with gun's, 
and it flashed through his mind that they 
were robbers. His tr^in was nearly to a 
standstill -when be realised this faot, but 
he lost no time, and sewing the throttle, 
pulled it wide open. 
Then he and his 


fireman jumped down into the bottom of 
the cab, aud not a minute too soon, for 
when the robbers saw them move they 
fired a volley into the engine and cab, 
but luckily hurt no one. The train 
dashed thiough amid a perfect shower of 
bullets, tho bandits,wild with rage, firing 
into the ceackes aa they passed, and 
creating consternation among tha passen- 
gers, who crawled under the seats and 
hid their valuables. 
"When the train 


reached Stockbridge it was lound over 
100 bullets had hit it. 


PLANS FATLED. 


Two Trains Narrowly Escaped Being 


Wrecked at Augusta, 3Ie. 


AUOUSTA, Me., March 3.—A dastardly 


attempt at train wrecking was inndehere 
last night. The passenger train from Bos- 
ton, which arrives here at 7.15, was bowl- 
ing along at 30 miles an hour, and had 
reached a point half a mile below the 
city, at the state house siding, when the 
locomotive struck a pile of rocks and oUS 
iron, which hud been heaped upon tho 
track. This was scattered right and left, 
and almost at the same instant a big 
cedar sleeper, which laid across tho rails, 
wag struck. 
The cowcatcher caught it 


and sent it spinning ona side of tne track. 


The train did not stop. On arriving here 


it was found that the axle o£ the forward 
ponies were scratched to the depth of aa 
inch; the steam box and other parts of 
the engine -were scratched; otherwise ne 
damage was done. 


Half an hour later a freight train from 


the west at that place struck the sama 
sleeper, which had been returned to the 
track by the wreckers. 
The slesper 


crowded under the pilot and against the 
ponies, and in this condition the train 
came to Augusta station, where the 
sleeper was removed by jacking up Hie 
engine. 


Both trains narrowly 
escaped being 


wrecked, as there is a steep embank- 
ment running to the surface of the river 
at this place.
